NewLaw Protects Veterans, Families 


The bill which President 
Johnson signed into law on 
March 28, will protect 
nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion veterans, widows, and 
parents against any reduc- 
tion in Veterans Adminis- 
tration pension or depend- 
ency and indemnity com- 
pensation due to the recent 
Social Security increase, 
Neil R, Smart, Manager of 
the Montgomery VA Re- 
gion Office said, 

The measure will also 
result in added VA pay- 
ments, beginning January 
1, 1969, to more than 1,1 
million on VA _ pension 
rolls, Smart emphasized, 

VA nows pays out ap- 
proximately $2.3 billion 
annually to these two 
groups of beneficiaries and 
to some 600,000 pension- 

rs under a prior protected 
law. 

Smart explained that 
pensions are paid to veter- 
ans whose total and per-~ 
manent disabilities are not 
related to military service 
and to widows who, like 
eligible veterans, meet low 
income limitations, 

He noted that in two 
messages to Congress on 
America’s servicemen and 
veterans, the President re- 
commended legislation to 
‘protect the veteran a- 
gainst disproportionate 


losses that could result 
from increases in other in- 
come, such as Social Se- 
curity.”

CCORDING to the Tax 

Foundation, Ine., between 
1956 and 1966 the number of 
state and local 
government ¢m 
ployees in 
creased ata rate 
about four times 
as fast as the 
population, and 
the cost of pay- 
ing them in- 
creased ata rate 
nearly nine 
times the popu- 
lation growth 
rate, The fore 
going figures do 
Dr. Kershner not include the 
very large increase in the num 
ber of employees of the Federal 
government, 

During this ten-year period, 
state and local government em- 
ployees increased from 5,8 mil- 
lion to 8.6 million, or 68%. 

The monthly cost of paying 
them (based on October payroll 
figures) increased from $1,566 
million to $8,808 million, or by 
143%. 

Meanwhile, the population of 
the country rose from 168 mil- 
lion to 196 million, or 17%. The 
Bicures would be much more 
startling and ominous if, to this 
increase in numbers and cost of 
local and state employees, were 
added the increase in numbers 
and cost of Federal government 
employees. 

We have asked the question 
many times before, but we ask it 
again. At the present rate how 
long will it be before we are all 
working for government — that 
is, living in some sort of totali- 
tarian state like the U.S.S.R.? 
We need not think we can go on 
increasing the number of public 
employees and the cost thereof 
at a rate four times the growth 
of the population, and costwise 
nearly nine times the population 
growth rate, without eventually 
arriving at that unhappy desti- 
nation.

This award is presented 
as a token of recognition 
for achievements and con- 
tributions by an individual 
woman to her community 
and to her profession which 
have a lasting quality. 

Mrs. James Boswell 
made the presentation and 
the trophy was passed to 
Miss Farris by her sister, 
Mrs. Frank H, Rainer Sr., 
who was Elba’s Woman of 
Achievement for 1967, 

Mrs. Boswell, in her 
brief biography of Miss 
Farris, stated: ‘‘In re- 
searching all the material 
given to me which support- 
ed her nomination for this 
award, I have been made 
aware of her philosophy 
for life--‘all things work 
together for those who love 
the Lord,’ Her purpose has 
not been only to live, but 
to live well, She looked 
deep within to find what 
makes good living, but 
more important, she looked 
up for strength beyond her- 
self.” 

In the early 1800’s, her 
ancestors migrated to

to the dismissal of efforts 
by the Alabama Power 
Company to block con- 
struction of a steam 
generating plant in Washe 
ington County near Jack- 
son, The court also up- 
held Alabama Electric’s 
right to enter into 35-year 
contracts with its member 
distribution cooperatives 
and municipalities to pur- 
chase the power which will 
be generated at the new 
plant. 

The legal battle has been 
underway since 1962, The 
generating plant which is 
the subject of the court 
battle is nearly completed 
along with high capacity 
lines, substations and other 
related facilities, 

One of the most signif- 
icant aspects of the ruling 
was the appellate court’s 
finding that Alabama Power 
Company had no standing 
on which to base its claim 
that Alabama Electric was 
violating anti-trust. regu- 
lations by making the long- 
term contracts and con- 
structing the new plant, 

The 35-year contracts 
were required by the Rural 
Electrification Admini- 
stration as security to 
the 35-year loan to Ala- 
bama Electric for con- 
struction of the plant de- 
signed to supply its owner- 
members with bulk electri- 
cal power, 

The REA Administrator 
had approved the loan to 
Alabama Electric giving 
his reasons as ‘‘significant 
savings in the cost of power 
to AEC and its members” 
and stating ‘‘the loan was 
necessary to protect the 
effectiveness and security 
of AEC’’ since Alabama 
Power has “demonstrated 
its intent to deprive AEC 
and the members of exist- 


ing and potential con- 
sumers in their service 
areas.”’ 


Alabama Power Com- 
pany had sought to block 
the construction of the new 
plant, to void the 35-year 
contracts between Alabama 
Electric and its long time 
members and had asked for 
treble damages, costs and 
attorneys’ fees, 

The majority decision 
was handed down by Cir- 
cuit Judges Richard T, 
Rives of Montgomery and 
Walter P, Gewin of Tusca- 
loosa, Judge John God- 
bold of Montgomery dis- 
sented.
